English Opcra ¥ House. 

Tue new Opera, The Freebooters, was again performed, last night, 
and fully maintains its deserved popularity, if the music of this Opera 
be not of the very highest order, it is yet caculated to place its author 
among the first composers of the day; it has no breaks init, no mu- 
sic of an inferior character interrupting the general harmony, but flows 


on enchantingly, and sustains the interest to the end.—Presumption, 
concluded.—The house was well attended. 


TrEATRICALS.—It happens very fortunately for the Members of the 
Theatrical profession, that whilst Theatre after Theatre in the, coun- 
try is being shut up from want of success, and many persons conse- 
quently thrown out of bread ; the Americans are encouraging theatri- 
cal speculators, and good terms are offered to English actors who are 
inclined to emigrate. About a month ago a ship load of performers 
left this country for New York, under an engagement from a gentle- 
man who has established a new Theatre in that city; and at this mo- 
ment another party is being made up for Philadelphia. Among the 
latter are Mr. Southwell, a clever young actor from Drary-lane Thea- 
tre, and Mr. Mercer, who also belonged to that establishment. The 
salaries offered to English performers for America are, we believe, 
nearly double those given here, and the engagements are made for 
three years ; 80 that, with economy, an actor may, in America, where 
- provisions are cheap, lay by, during three years, a sum more than 
equal to what he would accumulate here in six. Notwithstanding this 
thinning of the theatrieal stock, there are, however, now more than 
‘wo hundred actors in this couutry who have no engagement, many of 
them actually wanting bread ; but as theatrical talent never was so 
low, and as our friend Jonothan {exercises a pretty sound jadgment in 
his selection, it may well be supposed that few of those now unem- 
ployed possess talents of a high character. ‘The system of theatrical 
management in America is we believe, pretty similar to that in this 
country. In most theatres the larger portion of the year is at the risk 
of the manager, who guarantees regular salaries, whatever may be 
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his success ; and the remainder is at the joint risk of the actors upon 
a sharing system, or, as the Americans, in their love for fine names, 
call it,‘ a Commonwealth.” This commonwealth plan is a very com- 
mon one in some parts of England, where it is carried to such an exe 
tent, that the actors not only divide the receipts, but make an impar- 
tial distribution of the candle ends which are left after each pet for- 
mance. In France, the sharing system is very common; but it is 
established upon a respectable footing, and the uncontrolled manage- 
ment is entrusted to one or two persons, who regulate every thing for 
the company, and affix certain salaries to the performers, who become 
interested in the joint stock, beyond the amount of their regular sti- 
pend. Actors’ salaries in France are. generally speaking, much lower 
than in England ; but in theatres where the risk ‘s entirely the man- 
ager’s they are allowed a certain number of orders, which are sold 
by regular agents at half price; and in this way the actor’s salary is 
bettered, whilst the manager takes it for granted that he is a gainer, 
as few of the persens to whom these orders are sold would f equent 
the Theatre if they had to pay the full-price. This is the true spirit 
of French economy.—Liverpool Paper. 


A Paris correspondent says,—*‘ The opening of the English Theatre 
at Paris is certainly fixed for the Ist of next month. It will open 
with Richard the Third, which character (his best ) will be sustained 
by Mr. Kean. Macready, Young, and Liston (the Potier of England), 
will also successively appear at the Favart.’’—Furet de Londres. 


The Theatre of the Opera Comiqne, at Paris, is at present ina 
bad way. The management have qoarrelled with the authors, and 
the anthors have appealed to the Intendant of the King’s Household. 
From this appeal, says the Constitutionnel, there is some hope that 
the dispute will be arranged. j
